WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
The Wage Stabilization Board to- 
day chopped 21 per cent off the 
$1.90 daily wage boost won from 
coal operators by John L. Lewis. 

It was taken for granted the re- 
fusal to approve the full amount 
would set off a gengral mine 

strike. 

Public members of the board, 
headed by Chairman Archibald 
Cox, joined with industry mem- 
bers in knocking 40 cents off the 
increase. Labor members voted 
to approve the full $1.90. 

More than 15,000 of Lewis’s 
miners already had walked off 
the job in a prodtest strike this 
week when their October pay 
checks failed to include the rise. 

Few mines work over the week- 
end, but a general shutdown was 
expected to occur Monday. 

80-Day Stockpile of Coal. 

Coal stockpiles in the hands of 
consumers averaged around 80 
days and no immediate industrial 
or home heating effect from the 
expected strike was looked for. 

The WSB ruling on the case 
was a major surprise. Cox told 
a press conference that the $1.50 
gives the soft coal miners “equal 
treatment” with other wage 
groups, most of whom he said 
“will have received measurably 
less.” 

Approval of the full amount, 
Cox said, would have provided a 
wage increase “‘greater than any

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Oct. 
18 (AP)—Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Y. Vishinsky today 
dashed already-slim western hopes 
for an early settlement of the 
Korean war by repeating de- 
mands for an armistice on Com- 
munist terms which the United 
Nations command has -repeated- 
ly rejected. 

The United States and its allies 
in Korea had planned an appeal 
in the General Assembly for a 
ah but Vishinsky’s vitriolic 
speech to that body today made 
it plain that such a step would 
be useless. 

The Russian told the 60-nation 
Assembly that he “warmly sup- 
ported” proposals made yesterday 
by Poland calling for an imme- 
diate armistice in Korea accom- 
panied by the return of all war 
prisoners to their homelands. 
“This is the way for the settle- 
ment of the Korean war,” he told 
the crowd which had gathered in 
expectation of a major policy ad- 
dress. “This is the way for abate- 
ment of tension.” 

Bitter Attack on U.S. 

In a speech devoid of any at- 
tempt at conciliation, Vishinsky 
also repeated Red charges of germ 
warfare against the United States 
and charged that the United 
States did not want the Korea war 
to end.

supervision of a commission with 
the participation of the parties 
immediately interested and in- 
cluding states which did not take 
part in the Korean war. 

The U.N.Command in Korea 
has already rejected the forcible 
repatriation of those Chinese and 
North Korean prisoners of war | 
who don’t want to go back home. 
That issue alone has brought the 
truce negotiations at Panmunjom 
to a complete standstill.

“Eisenhower is not telling the 
truth when in political despera- 
tion he now claims he has not 
entered into unconscionable com- 
promises with the reactionaries 
in the Republican party,” Morse 
said. “I know he has.” 

Morse attacked Eisenhower for 
his recent campaign agreement 
with Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio, a Senator with whom Morse 
has been at odds for years.

UNESCO ISSUES NEW WORLD 
MONEY UNIT, CALLS iT ‘UNUM? 


PARIS, Oct. 18 (AP) — The 
world got a new international 
“currency” today — the “unum” 
issued at par with the American 
do!lar.

Democrats Work Hard to Wipe 
Out Eisenhower Lead in Colorado 


Poll Shows Stevenson Gaining, but General 
Is Personally Popular in ‘Adopted State’ 
and His Wife Is a Native.

DENVER, Colo., Oct. 18—Colo- 
rado Democrats are waging a des- 
perate battle to overcome the 
early Eisenhower lead in this 
state. They believe they are 
making progress but admit that 
they have a tough job on their 
hands—and little more than two 
weeks in which to accomplish it. 
They are buoyed up by the recol- 
lection that in 1948 at a similar 
time before the presidential elec- 
tion few persons thought that 
President Truman had a chance 
in Colorado. Yet he carried it by 
27,000 margin. 

Despite the Democratic effort, 
which shows signs of gains among 
the voters, Colorado will probably 
wind up in the Eisenhower col- 
umn. That is the consensus of 
the more objective observers 
here. The Republicans claim the 
state unqualifiedly. 

Senator Eugene D. Millikin, 
whose political scalp the Demo- 
crats mistakenly felt sure of lift- 
ing two years ago, told this writer 
Gen. Eisenhower definitely has 
the advantage in Colorado; that 
he is popular in all parts of the 
state. 

“Gov. Stevenson, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for President, 
did not make a dent here,” Sena- 
tor Millikin said, “except with 
some of the so-called intelligensia. 
You can put it down that this 
state will go Republican. By that 
I mean that Gen. Eisenhower will 
have its electoral votes and Gov. 
Dan Thornton will be re-elected.” 

Democratic Viewpoint. 

George Rock, Democratic na- 
tional committeeman for Colora- 
do, took immediate exception to 
Millikin’s claims. 

“We' got off to a late start,” 
said Rock. “This was partly due 
to the fact our primary election 
was not held until Sept. 9 and the 
state Democratic organization was 
perfected Sept. 19. Since that 
time we have gained ground. 
Don’t forget that Gov. Stevenson 
came here for his first active, 
campaign address and that he had 
a wonderful reception. Also, we 
have had President Truman in the 
state, and the response to his 
campaigning was remarkable, par- 
ticularly among the farmers. We 
have a strong Democratic farm 
organization in this state this 
year. Indeed, I feel that the 
Democrats here are in better 
shape than they were four years 
ago at this time.” 

Denver is the Democratic 
stronghold—and with its big in- 
dustrial population it has proved 
so in many elections. In Colorada 
Springs, the Republicans are in 
the majority, while in the third 
largest city of the state, Pueblo, 
the Democrats are ahead. Not- 
withstanding the big Denver vote 
now expected, the Republicans be- 
lieve that their vote in the rural 
sections and communities will 
more than offset: it.

its power. Yet already, the President said, a 
chemical plant and a major alumjnum plant 
have been projected to use Hungry Horse's 
power. “There isn’t the slightest doubt that this 
electricity will be used,” he said. Further, Presi- 
dent Truman pointed out that because of the 
developments of electric power as the cytting 
edge of advancing industrialization, the Pacific 
Northwest, which produced no aluminum at all 
a mere 13 years ago, produced $130,000,000 
worth last year, 44 per cent of the United States 
output. 

Not even in Government is the conception of 
industrial pioneering with electric power always 
held. When the first plans for development of 
the Missouri River Basin were drawn by the 
Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau 
it was proposed to install only 250,000 kilowatts 
initially and only 1,000,000 @ventually. This was 
a tentative approach with a vengeance. The 
Federal Power Commission spoke up boldly for 
an eventual installation of 5,000,000 kilowatts, 
and the Army Engineers and Reclamation Bu- 
reau have now come up to somewhat more than 
3,000,000. Almost since the start of the construc- 
tion work governors of Missouri Valley states 
have been clamoring for more and more elec- 
tricity. 


There is no reason why the privately-owned 
power industry cannot lead boldly with power 
also, provided it also possesses the faith that 
demand will follow. It is all a matter of enter- 
prise, which is just as much an essential of free 
private enterprise as the’ freedom and the pri- 
vacy. Unless the private companies join in, the 
possibilities of creating d d by providing 
supply will not be realized as fully or as well 
as they should be and could be. But regardless 
of what the companies do, as long as there is 
a forward-looking Administration in Washington 
it is not likely to forget what has been learned 
in the last 20 years about putting power produc- 
tion out ahead, with steady confidence that, the 
potentialities of the country being what they are, 
the market will expand and absorb it. 


In today’s world the strength of a nation is 
largely determined by the amount of -electric 
power it can produce. And where electricity is 
concerned, the United States is hungrier than 
that horse for which the dam Mr. Truman dedi- 
cated in Montana was named. 
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In Fairness to Former Senator Lucas 

Under the cartoon today we print a letter from 
former Senator Scott. W. Lucas. This letter states 
in detail Mr. Lucas’ objection to a Post-Dispatch 
editorial, printed Sept. 20, which dealt with his 
connection with the Shapiro tax case as counsel 
for the defendants.

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How to Defang McCarthy 


A good many people are mentally tying them- 
selves up in knots these days, but one of the 
fanciest jobs along this line was accomplished 
by the Chicago Sun-Times in an editorial on Wis- 
consin. | 

You have to pay close attention to follow this 
one. Says the Sun-Times: 

We hope that the voters of Wisconsin 
won't compound their original error by 
sending McCarthy back to the Senate. But 
if they do, it seems to us that the last best 
hope for-extracting his fangs lies in the 
election of a President of McCarthy’s own 
party. That is on the theory which Ike him- 
self has expressed that a G.O.P. victory na- 
tionally would build up almost irresistible 
-pressures for party regularity among con- 
gressional Republicans. . . . On the other 
hand; if McCarthy wins in Wisconsin, and 
Adlai Stevenson wins nationally, we could 
expect, with almost dread certainty, six 
more years of uninterrupted and irrespon- , 
sible ranting by the Wisconsin wild man. 
Perhaps we ought to go over that again. Let’s 

see now. McCarthy ought to be defeated. But if 
he isn’t defeated, he can best be shut up by 
electing a ‘Republican President and Congress. A 
Republican Congress would make McCarthy 
chairman of the Senate Committee on Govern- 
ment Operations, with large powers to run in- 
vestigations and put the clout on Government 
officials. So the way to draw McCarthy's fangs 
is to give him power. Keep him in the minority, 
and he will go on irresponsibly ranting for six 
more years. Put him in the majority, and he 
will turn into a new-type, benign McCarthy, 
fangless, regular and responsible.

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The Genus Pol 


We have not yet figured out whether Gen. 
Eisenhower was making a sarcastic little joke, 
or- was just honestly misinformed, when he 
quoted Gov.

Gov. Stevenson had referred to “the lower 
order of ‘the genus pol,” and Gen. Eisenhower 


commented: “That, I believe, is the Latin phrase 


for politicians.” . 

For the General's information, the phrase 
comes not so much from the Latin but rather 
from the vulgar tongue of Chicago. The deriva- 
tion is obvious: “pol” for “politician,” as in “doc” 
for “doctor.” Usually the term applies to the 
ward heelers, committeemen, minor officehold- 
ers and functionaries who make up the main 
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bedy of a political organization (sometimes 
called a machine), But by extension it can be 
used to describe anybody in or seeking public 
office. Gov. Stevenson is a pol. 


Got it, General? 
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Limiting the U.N..to Debate 

Secretary Acheson was walking the tightrope 
of a delicate diplomatic situation when he told 
the United Nations General Assembly that “we 
must always seek solutions, but not necessarily 
resolutions.” 

He was discussing that part of the U.N.’s re- 
sponsibility which applies to “the fulfillment of 
national and individual aspirations’—in one 
word, colonialism. Undoubtedly he had the Tu-

in mind. The United States wisely decided 
against joining France in opposing discussion of 
these complaints by the Assembly. But Secretary 
Acheson indicates that our delegation will op- 
pose anything except discussion. 

It is quite true; as Mr. Acheson told the dele- 
gates, that the U.N. charter does not require the 
Assembly to “recommend” whenever it discusses 
or considers. In particular situations it may be 
true also that the Assembly’s best contribution 
to a difficult problem of colonial relations would 
be a calm and dispassionate debate rather than 
a resolution adopted after bitter controversy. 


Nevertheless we hope that the American dele- 


gation will think twice before adopting a hard- 
andfast line on just what should be merely dis- 
cussed, and what is appropriate for a recommen- 
dation. 

The Asian and Arab nations which sponsor the 
complaint about North Africa, and are likely to 
sponsor other matters having to do with colonial 
relations, will be quick to point out that when an 
issue closely touching American interests comes 
up, our delegates usually want a resdlution 
and not a mere debate. They will resent, with 
justification, any evidence that the big powers 
use the U.N. machinery to the fullest in advanc- 
ing their own policies but combine to prevent 
action in the case of complaints brought by 
smaller powers. 

The U.N. exists not only to ventilate griev- 
ances, not only to provide a forum, for debate, 
but to express the sense of the meeting. As it 
should not be obstructed in debate, so should it 
not be obstructed in reaching a decision when a 
substantial number of its members desire one. 
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22 Lawyers Clear the Air 


A group of 22 lawyers, including such distin- 
guished members of the bar as Grenville Clark 
and C, C. Burlingham of New York, Laird Bell 
of Chicago and Monte M. Lemann of New Or- 
leans, have publicly deplored “any effort to cri- 
ticize or reproach Gov. Stevenson for testifying 
by deposition in the Hiss case.” This amounts to 
a rebuke to Sehator Nixon for his Monday night 
broadcast and to its credit The New York Times, 
which is supporting Gen. Eisenhower, has said 
as much, 

In this connection, one of our readers con- 
cluded from the Post-Dispatch editorial “The 
Lowest Point,” on the second Nixon broadcast, 
that Gov. Stevenson was ordered by the Federal 
Court to testify. Any such conclusion is incorrect 
and we hasten to set it straight. The defense 
asked people who knew Alger Hiss in the gov- 
ernment service to testify and one of those to 
whom this request was presented by the court 
was Gov. Stevenson. 

The Governor could have refused to testify 
but only if he had been unwilling to say what 
he knew to.be the general opinion about the 
reputation of the defenfant in the years 1933 
and 1945, when they were in the same depart- 
ments. Then he would have withheld himself 
from the orderly process of a trial in which 
guilt or innocence was to be determined. Others 
appeared in person; under authority of the 
court, a deposition was taken from Gov. Steven- 
son. 

The testimony was not volunteered. It was 
sought and obtained. The statement by the 22 
members of the bar should be answer enough as 
to its ‘propriety. 
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Big Blow Up at St. Joseph 

When the events of October 1952 are duly 
récorded in history, let the page for this month 
show what the Army Engineers did at St. Joseph. 
They began a change in the Missouri river in a 
$2,000,000 correction of its errant course in the 
tremendous flood of last April. Gov. Forrest 
Smith set off a dynamite charge by remote con- 
trol, a great earthen plug was blown up at the 
upper end of the new channel—dust and dirt 
showered down on the spectators, and the river 
roared into its new channel. Since the new 
course saves some six to seven miles, the Mis- 
souri should find it to its liking. Certainly St. 
Joseph, again united with its airport, will like 
it. Score a big marker for the Army Engineers! 
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A New Education Plank 


Gen. Eisenhower, in his Los Angeles speech, 
embraced the principle of federal aid to educa- 
tion. Here is another instance where, under 
pressure of the campaign, he has undertaken 
to rewrite the Republican platform. On the sub- 
ject of education, the platform had only this to 
say: 

The tradition of popular educatien, tax 
supported and free to all, is strong with our 
people. The responsibility for sustaining this 
system of popular education has always 
rested upon the local communities and the 
states. We subscribe fully to this principle. 
As with the farm plank, Gen. Eisenhower has 

modified this declaration to suit his own views. 
Evidently he does not “subscribe fully” to the 
principle that public schools are entirely a local 
and state responsibility. Some part of their sup- 
port, he apparently believes, should properly 
come from the Federal Government in the case 
of states and localities which, because of “inade- 
quate resources or special burdens,” are unable 
te do the job on their own. 

Having made this concession on principle, 
however, Gen. Eisenhower quickly added that 
he ‘opposes federal aid for maintenance of 
schools, for administration, or for teachers’ sal- 
aries. All these must be borne by the localities 
‘and the states. Gen. Eisenhower would extend 
federal aid only for the construction of school 
buildings. 

Is the principal problem of education in Amer- 
ica a problem of brick and mortar? Is it the 
physical facilities for schools that localities and 
states most need help to finance? Are the four 
walls of the classrooms more important than the 
teacher at the desk? Is it true that any federal 
aid except aid in building schools would lead to 
“thought control?” 

These are some of the questions which Gen. 
Eisenhower's new education plank will raise. 
We rather suspect that supporters of federal 
aid to education willsay that he has improved 
on the G.O.P. platform, but not enough.

Scott Lucas and the Shapiro Tax Case 


A Letter to the Post-Dispatch from the Former Senator from Illinois 


I have been considerably disturbed by 
an extremely unfair and libelous editorial 
in the Post-Dispatch, Sept. 20, in which I 
was charged with having used “influence” 
with the Department of Justice to “fix” a 
tax case, and in which I am charged with 
unethical conduct. The charges against me 
in that editorial, both direct and by innu- 
endo, are so utterly untrue and are so out 
of keeping with the Post-Dispatch’s tradi- 
tion and reputation of fairness that I feel 
compelled to write you in the knowledge 
that suitable retrac- 
tion will be made. 

The editorial was 
based on reported 
testimony of former 
Assistant Attorney 
General Caudle be- 
fore, the Chelf Com: 
mittee, 

The facts are sim- 
ple: On July 7, 1950, 
an indictment had 
been returned by the 
Federal Grand Jury 
in the United States 
Court for the East- 
ern District of Wis- 
consin against Mrs. 
Rae Shapiro and Michael Shapiro, charg- 
ing them with attempting to evade income 
tax for the calendar years 1943 and 1944. 
The defendants entered a plea of not 
guilty. 

I had never met either Mr. or Mrs. Shé 
piro or the Shapiros’ attorney until Mr. 
Shapiro and the attorney came to my 
Washington law office in February 1951 
to employ oug firm, After considerable 
discussion and study, I reached the con- 
clusion that, while the Shapiros apparently 
owed a substantial amount of income taxes 
to the Government, there was serious ques- 
tion whether or not they had fraudulently 
evaded their tax liability. ‘

What the Law Authorizes 


More specifically, however, I was pri- 
marily interested in the physical, emo- 
tional, and mental condition of the defend- 
ant, Mrs. Shapiro. The record is replete 
with affidavits from competent and inde- 
pendent physicians that Mrs. Shapiro’s 
health was such that any trial which would 
last from one to six weeks would endanger 
and impair the life of Mrs. Shapiro. I was 
convinced that her case fell within the 
department’s health policy; to-wit, not to 
prosecute if the defendant’s life was in 
danger. 


The law specifically authorizes the At- 
torney General to compromise any civil or 
criminal case arising under the Internal 
Revenue laws after it has been referred to 
the Department of Justice for prosecution. 


It must be apparent that if a tax case 
is to be compromised under the statute, 
defense attorneys have to discuss the en- 
tire matter wih someone in the Justice De- 
partment having jurisdiction. Accordingly 
it was n for me to call Lamar 
Caudle, hen Assistant Attorney General 
in charge of the Tax Division, and arrange 
to discuss with him the evidence which 
convinced me the case of Mrs. Shapiro 
fell within the health policy of the De- 
partment of Justice. 

In March 1951, I also discussed this mat- 
ter with J. Howard McGrath, then Attor- 
ney General, who, consistent with the de- 
‘partment’s health policy, was anxious that 
the Justice Department not be a party to 
any course of action which would be re- 
sponsible for the death of Mrs. Shapiro. 


Convinced Cause Is Just 


However, the Attorney General. despite 
his concern over the condition of Mrs. Sha- 
piro’s health, beld rigidly to the dismissal- 
for-health reasons rule then in effect which 
called for the trial judge to decide the 
question as to whether or not the defend- 
ant was physically and mentally able to 


to the court and a copy to his office. 
I should like to state that at no time did 


I put, or attempt to put, any pressure of 
any kind on the Attorney General or any 
of his assistants in any conferences that I 
held with them. I was convinced that the 
cause [ represented was just, and I pre- 
sented the evidence and arguments in the 
best way I knew how as to why the Justice 


Department could follow the precedents of * 


the past in this case of mental and physical 
disability. - 

On May 3, 1951, there was a hearing be- 
fore United States Judge Patrick T. Stone 
on the motion of Mrs. Shapiro’s attorneys 
to dismiss the indictment. At that hearing, 
the family physician, an outstanding neuro- 


psychiatric consultant, a clinical psycholo-, 


gist, a specialist in psychiatry and two phy- 
sicians selected by the Government testi- 
fied concerning Mrs. Shapiro's mental and 
physical conditiof. 


Dismissal Based on Health 


The undisputed testimony of all of these 
people bore out in full my honest belief 
from the beginning that Mrs. Shapiro was 
in no mental or physical condition to stand 
a long trial. Judge Stone tefused to dis- 
miss the indictment as to Mrs. Shapiro. He 
felt that ill health might be a good cause 
for continuance, but not for dismissal. 

Curiously enough, after Mr. Shapiro's 
plea of nolo contendere the indictment 
against Mrs. Shapiro was dismissed with 
the agreement, incidentally, of the same 
judge. It must be obvious that the dismis- 
sal of the indictment against Mrs. Shapiro 
was based solely on her mental and physi- 
cal condition. 


I have gone into detail on the above case 
because of what was alleged in the Post- 
Dispatch about my “unsavory connection 
with the Justice Department,” and using 
my political influence to “fix” tax cases, 
successfully or otherwise. 


This is the most serious charge that has 
ever been leveled against me. It is not jus- 
tified by the facts or by the law. What 
did on behalf of Mrs. Shapiro is-what an 
reputable lawyer would do, and Nis 


bility of representing a client. Nothing in 
my. course of action in this case gives 
grounds for my being pilloried as a “tax 
fixer” by a great newspaper. 

A. letter to me from former Assistant At- 
torney General Lamar Caudle says, among 
other things, the following: 

“Under no circumstances, under no facts, 
or any statement of alleged facts is there 
justification of the libelous editorial writ- 
ten concerning the Shapiro case, or an 
interpretation of my testimony that would, 
by the stretch of adverse political imag- 
ination, justify what has been written. .,. 

“I do not recall that you ever showed 
any interest in Michael Shapiro, but,only 
in his wife because of her ill health. Never 
did you say, or even imtimate, a single 
thing improper: to the contrary you were 
forceful in your belief that the woman 
would die if required to stand trial, all of 
which was justified in the medical reports 
submitted by you.” 


The Duty of an Attorney 


From former Attorney General McGrath, 
whose attention was called to the egftorial, 
I received a letter from which the follow- 
ing paragraph is quoted: 

“At no time did you ever represent any- 
thing to me that was not strictly in accord 
with the facts, nor did ‘you ever ask a devi- 
ation from the policy applicable to all tax- 
payers generally. In every respect your 
conduct conformed to the highest standards 
of the legal profession, and it did not dif-

: Wonder Drugs Discussed. 

| A speaker yesterday, Dr. Edna 
'M. Jones of Northville, Mich., 
said wonder drugs have resulted 
in a striking reduction in chil- 
dren's deaths from certain types 
of tuberculosis. 

Deaths among children suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis meningitis 
at a Michigan sanatorium were 
reduced from 100 per cent to 23 
per cent with the introduction of 
streptomycin and other new 
drugs, she said. 

In primary tuberculosis with 
bronchial complications, the death 
rate was cut from 23.6 per cent 
to 1.8 per cent, she said, adding 
that this drop was chiefly due to 
prevention of the development of 
tuberculosis meningitis in these 
children. She said child deaths 
from all forms of tuberculosis 
had been reduced from 9 per 
cent six years ago to 2 per cent 
‘now.

N our anxiety to educate a child “in the round,” to leave 

nothing undone toward that end, we are likely to overstep 
™the bounds of practicality, and sometimes of good sense. 
The reports that a teacher must make out are becoming so 
detailed as to cause them to be meaningless. No teacher can 
conscientiously rate fifty odd items in relation to a child's 
stage of growth and development. ~ Such an analysis would 
have to be made by a specialist who has the necessary time 
and a few able assistants at his elbow. 

This is particularly pressing in the elementary grades 
where little children, unevenly. developed as they are, con- 
front the teacher in groups of 30 and up. To study each child 
and rate his or her characteristics is beyond mortal power 
and it should not be required of a teacher. The generalized 
marks of good, excellent, fair, poor, serve here very well. 
When something exceptional arises the teacher sees it and 
can easily report it to the person most concerned.

RECENTLY a mother wrote to ask if it was necessary, or 
right, for a teacher in the primary grades to ask a child what 
he had for breakfast, tell him it should have been something 
else and instruct him to report to his mother that he was not 
getting the right breakfast and should have fruit, along with 
his cereal. 

I understood at once that what the teacher was trying to 
do was to follow orders about health habits for growing chil- 
dren. She may not have been too tactful about it, or the 
child may have reported what she said inaccurately, which 


often happens because little children do not catch the impli- — 


eations of ,words as adults do. But the child’$ report card 
carried a notation about the possible inadequacy of his diet.

HOW COULD ANYBODY KNOW that without personal 

investigation? How could a busy teacher of primary children 
make such an investigation? I have never seen a classroom 
situation where such close investigation and accurate rating 
were possible. : 
. Would it not be better to leave the health-nutrition angle 
to the school nurse and doctor? Wouldn't it be more helpful 
to talk to the mother about the child’s health, rather than 
make a notation on the card for which she has no background 
but the child’s statement? And wouldn't life be easier for the 
teacher if she could say at the end of a given period this 
ehild’s work is excellent, good, fair or poor? Her records 
ought to justify her ratings and the whole matter would be 
closer to the point. Too much is just too much. Little of 
better quality would serve more acceptably.

To Work Off 
Knee Bulges

EVERY WOMAN should school 
herself to keep knees flexed when 
standing and to use them with a 
spring-like action when walking. 
While sitting, the back of the 
knee should never be _ pressed 
against the seat— there should 
always be at least two inches be- 
tween the knee and edge of the 
chair. 

If your knees already have de- 
veloped an exaggerated curve or 
bulge, make. every effort to-stand, 
walk and sit with your knees in 
the positions described above, 
Eventually, your knee kinks will 
be eradicated and a new grace 
will be yours,

YOU can speed the recontour- 
ing of your knees with this exer- 
cise; it is most effective: 

Stand with bare feet on a bare 
floor. Toes pointing straight 
ahead, place your feet six inches 
apart and parallel to each other. 
Relax your knees in a slight bend 
and balance your weight forward 
on the balls of your feet without 
letting your heels leave the floor. 

Then try to draw your feet to- 
gether by using your inner thigh 
and calf muscles. Do not let your 
feet do the work and don’t worry 
if at first they fail to budge. As 
long as you feel a strong pull 
throughout the entire length of 
your legs, ‘you are reaping the 
benefits that the exercise offers. 

After a few weeks you will note 
an improvement in‘ your legline. 
But after just a very few days, 
everyone will notice a new glide 
in your walk.

OW that the hunting season is 

at hand, all hunters should 

protect themselves against the 
dangers of tularemia. Many wild 
rabbits Rave tularemia and for 
that reason all wild rabbits should 
be treated as though they were 
infected. 

Tularemia, the medical term for 
“rabbit fever,” is a highly infec- 
tious disease which occurs among 
rodents and other wild game and 


wild birds, and is usually trans- . 


qniitted to man through skinning 
or cleaning the animal, or when 
the infective material enters the 
human body through tiny cuts or 
scratches on the hands. Infection 
also may enter the body through 
the mucous membranes of the 
eyes, nose, or digestive tract. 
... @.. = 

SOME of fhe early symptoms— 
which usually show up in humans 
from three to 10 days after the 
germ enters the body—are high 
fever, chills, nausea and general- 
ized pains. Lymph glands may 
become swollen and tender. Often 
weakness persists for months be- 
fore the patient is restored to 
health. 

To prevent tularemia, observe 
the following precautions: 

Suspect tularemia when a rab- 
bit is slow or sluggish, or is too 
easily captured by a dog. Bury 
the animal and observe the dog 
for several weeks. 

Wear heavy rubber gloves to 
dress or handle a wild rabbit and 
be sure the gloves are in good 
condition. Take care that the 
glove is not pierced by a knife or 
bone. 

Cook the meat thoroughly so 
that no red meat or red blood re- 
mains. By cooking thoroughly the 
germ is destroyed. 

Small white spots on the intes- 
tinal organs of a wild rabbit are 
an indication of tularemia. De- 
stroy the rabbit if you see these 


spots. 

Bites of wood ticks and other 
insects transmit tularemia germs 
to rabbits. Try to avoid these in- 
sects.
